The Treason of Gen. Lee, 

At the last meeting of the New York 
Historical Society, George H. Moore, the 
Librarian, read an essay upon the life and 
character of General Charles Lee, which 
throws some new light upon his character, 
and shows him to have been second only 
to Benedict Arnold as a traitor. This 
noted character in our revolutionary an- 
nals was described as a soldier of fortune, 
destitute of love of country, vain and 
egotistical, impatient of control, and a 
traitor tothe American cause. Gen. Lee 
was born in Great Britain, but he could 
obtain no promotion equal to his ambition 
in the British service; and having made 
the acquaintance of Count Stanislaus 
Poniatowski, he entered his service short- 
ly after his accession to the throne of Po- 
land, rv ‘ing the commission of Major 
General in 1768. He became disgusted 
with the service and returned to England, 
where, in 1772, some one ascribed to him 
the authorship of the letters of Junius, a 
reputation which he was yain and untruth- 
ful enough not to disown. 

Lee came to America in 1774, and pur- 
chased an estate in Berkeley County, Va., 
where he became intimate with General 
(then Colonel) Iloratio Gates. He early 
professed to sympathise with the patriots, 
and anticipated the supreme command of 
the continental army. This ambition was 
frustrated by the election of Washington, 
whose talents and military skill he con- 
stantly disparaged. June 18, 1776, he 
was appointed second Major General, but 
before he would accept, required Congres: 
to pledge his indemnification for any los- 

.e might suffer. Renouneing 
his half-pay as a British officer, he then 
entered the American vice. He wa: 
noted for great slowness in obeying ord 
from Gen. Washington, and had a party 
in Congress that aimed at his elevation to 
the supremacy. He continually prowul- 
gated the opinion in speech and in secret 
correspondence with his brother office 
that the indee‘sion of the Commander-in 
Chief had led to the loss of Fort Wash- 
ington and the other misfortunes of the 
American cause, and that all would be 
lost unless some one else had control of 
the forces. 

Lee was finally taken prisoner at Bvals- 
town, in New Jersey, displaying on the 
occasion the utmost poltroonery. The 
British Ministry regarding him as the 
strongest officer in the American cause, 
were elated at his capture, and favored 
the idea of punishing him as a traitor. 
But while in captivity he employed him- 
self in preparing a plan of accommodation 
between the coloaists and the mother 
country, and communicated to lord Howe 
the most feasible way of subjugating the 
States. It was: ‘To occupy the Chesa- 
peake, conquer Pennsylvania, and dissolve 
Congress, while Carleton should hold 
New England in awe, and an invading 
army should pass from Canada south- 
ward, effecting the overthrow of the 
province of New York. 

A manuscript copy of this plan, in 
Lee's hand-writing was here exhibited. 
It was found recently in England among 
the papers of Lord and General William 
Howe, and indorsed with the name of that 
British General’s retary as “ General 
Lee’s Plan.” It furnished incontestable 
proof of Lee’s treason. 

General Lee died in 1782. His conduct 
at Monmouth and disrespect to Washing- 
ton had consigned him to disgrace, but 
his carly ser to the revolutionary 
cause secured for his memory the pitying 
silence, though not the respect of his 
military cotemporaries.

Theastonished audi- 
ence turned their attention from the 
preacher, He weut on, however, un- 
moved— 
“ Sister spirit ! come away 1” 

“ Tog ont !” shouted the deacon, “tally 
four!” This was too much for the preach- 
er and audience, The latter smiled, some 
snickered audibly, while a few boys broke 
for the door, to “ split their sides” laugh- 
ing, outside, within full hearing. The 
preacher was disconcerted entirely—sat 
down—arose again—pronounced a brief 
benediction, and dismissed the anything 
else than solemn-minded hearers. The 
deacon soon came to a realizing sense of 
‘ his unconscious interlude, for his brethren 
reprimanded him severely, while the 
“boys” caught the infection of the joke, 
and every possible occasion afforded them 
an opportunity to say, “ Hog! Hog in! 
Hog out!”

Hymn of the Marseillaise, 

The Marscillaise was inspired by genius, 
patriotism, youth, beauty aud champagne, 
Rouget de Lisle was an officer of the gar- 
rison at Strasburg, and a native of Mount 
Jura, Ie was an unknown poet and 
composer. He had a peasant friend named 
Dietrick, whose wife and daughters were 
the only critics and admirers of the sol- 
dier poet's song. One night he was at 
supper with his friend’s family, and they 
had only coarse bread and slices of ham. 
Dietrick, looking sorrowfully at De Lisle, 
said: “Plenty is not our feast, but we 
have the courage of a soldier's heart; I 
have still one bottle left in the cellar— 
bring it my daughter, and let us drink to 
liberty and our country !” 

The young girl brought the bottle; it 
was soon exhausted, and De Lisle went 
staggering to bed; he could not sleep for 
the cold, but his heart was warm and full 
of the beatings of genius and patriotism. 
He took a small clavicord and tried to 
compose a song; sometimes the words 
were composed first, sometimes the air.— 
Directly he fell asleep over the instrument, 
and waking at daylight wrote down what 
he had conceived in the delirium of the 
night. Then ho d the family, and 
sang the production; at first the women 
turned pale, then they wept, then barst 
| forth into a cry of enthusiasm. It was 
the song of the nation and of terror. 

Two months afterwards Dietrick went 
to the scaffold, listening to the self-same 
| music, composed under his own roof, and 
iby the inspiration of his last bottle of 
‘wine. The people sang it everywhere ; 
‘it flew from city to city, to public 
orchestra. Marseilles adopted the song 
at'the opening and close of its clubs—hence 
the name, “Hymn of the Marscillaise ;” 
then it spread all over Franc: They 
it in their hou in public assemblies, 
and in the stormy street convocation. De 
Lisle’s mother heard it, and said to her 
son, “ What is this revolutionary hymn, 
sung by bands of brigands, and with 
which your name is mii 1?” De Lisle 
hear] it, and shuddered as it sounded

from the Alpine passes, while he, a royal- 
ist, fled from the infuriated people, frenzied 
by his own words. France was a great

Gen. Jackson's Birthplace. 
The Lancaster Ledger, in noticing the 
recent letter of Col. Davenport, of Virgin- 
claiming Gen. Andrew Jackson as a 
n, an extract of which was pub 
lished in the “Mercury some time since, 
sé 
That if the statement put Orth by those 
good old people of Virginia, upon which 
Col. Davenport predictaces bis claim, es 
tablishes the fact tha! an “ Andrew Jack- 
son” was born in that State, and removed 
with the intentioa of coming to this Dis- 
trict, it does net follow that Andrew 
son was the Warrior and statesman of his 


tory. e t 
The ‘amily of Jackson was Scotch, and 


emigrated, at an early period, to the North 
of Ireland. Andrew Jackson, the father 

kson, with his sons, Hugh and 
Robert, left Ireland and landed in Charles- 
ton in 1765, and removed to the Wax- 
haws, there toreside. Maj. Robert Craw 
ford, with others of the Crawford family, 
came over with him, and likewise settled 
in the Waxhaws. Andrew Jackson died 
shortly after his arrival in this country, 
and just before the birth of his son An- 
drew. ‘The latter was born on the 15th 
day of March, 1767. 

The Jacksons were in rather indigent 

circumstances ; but Major Crawford was a 
wealthy man, and by the marriage of one 
of his brothers with the sister of Andrew 
Jackson's (sr.) wife, was somewhat a fam- 
ily connexion and the firm and_undevi 
ting friend of the Jacksons. From the 
' best information we can gather, the moth- 
er of Gen. Jackson had left the place 
where her husband, first settled, and at 
the time of the birth of her son 
was living on a place belong: 
Crawford, and very near to his place of 
residence. In a very short time after 
that event—the birth of Andrew—Maj. 
Crawford took her to his own house, and 
it was her home until her death, 

Maj Crawford took good care of his pro- 
tege, and was repaid by a filial affection 
that died only when the old hero himself 
ceased to exist. ‘The descendants of Ma- 
jor Crawford are numerous, and the tr 
dition of the family, as to the biath-place 
of Jackson, is as we have above stated. 
There are numerous tions of Ge 
Jackson now living in this District—some 
of them second cousins—and the tradition 
among them is that Gen. Jackson was 
born in the Waxhaws. ‘This tradition is 
not vague and uncertain ; it is positive, 
direct, and is founded upon information 
handed down from parrens to their child- 
ren, ‘Chere are men and women, now 
here, and many of them, who have con- 
versed with persons of undoubted verac: 
ty, who were present at the birth of Gen. 
Jackson. Some of those who were pres- 
ent were near tives, and gave, some 
years ago, their testimony to the fact that 
their distinguished kinsmn was born 
the Waxhaws. All the above can be ver- 
ified, if necessary, by men and women 
among us of unquestionable characters.

BEAR VALLEY AFFAIRS—THE FOR- 
(ISLE ENTRY AND DETAINER 


On Wednesday, 20th Sept., the Supreme Court of 
this State decided the only remaining question in 
this cause. It will be remembered that the judg 
ment of the County Court was affirmed by the S 
Preme Court; upon which a writ of restitution wax 
issued, which the Sheriff refused to execute, for rea 
sons appearing in his return to said writ. Suffice it 
to say, that Col. Fuswoxt again appealed to the au 
thority of the law, The Supreme Court say, ‘that 
“the verdict is conclusive that the plaintiff (Fxxwoyt) 

‘was peaceably in actual possession of the premises 

‘at the time of the foscible entry by Clark & Vandewa 
“ter,that the Merced Mining Company did not parti 
“‘pate in the trespass. That the peaceable and actual 
“‘possession of the plaintiff is incompatible with the 
“possession of another; and that the verdict is con. 
“elusive against the Merced Mining Company.”” The 
opinion is by a full bench, and affirms the judgment 
of Judge Burke in awarding a peremptory mandam. 
tus requiring the plaintiff to remove all persons from 
enid vein, and restoring him (FkeMoxt) to the peace 
able possession of the same. 

In looking over the Giles of our local papers, we are 
reminded that this is the identical question which 
elicited from Ex District Attorney Inax, a letter to 
Gronck N. Saaw, President of Merced Mining Co., 
profoundly giving his legal opinion favorable to the 
Merced Mining Co. right to hold 
this sophistical advocate says: “Ihave never heard 
“it asserted before, (as it seems to be by Fuewonr’s 
“advisers) that the party who gains the suit, ean 
“lose the property in controversy.” In future we 
advise advocate Ixes to be chary of his ad captandum 
arguments, and be controlled in his judgment by the 
true intent and meaning of our statutory enact 
wents, rather than by a desire to gratify his private 
Prejudices, through the means of professional en 
gagements.

‘TULARE COUNTY. 

This county, now rapidly rising in importance and 
into public notice, deserves more than a few passing 
remarks, particularly as little isknown in other parte 
of the State of the resources and attractions of this 
region. For the purpose of giving a historical ac- 
count of its frst settlement; the subsequent events 
occurring and its present condition, we gathered 
while on a recent visit to Visalia, facts and dates 
from gentlemen conversant with most events that 
have transpired since the date of its earliest settle 
ment. This history we are unavoidably obliged to 
defer for the present, owing to a loss of notes, but 
will at some time give it. The country known as 
the “ Four Creeks,” is the important portion of the 
county, and it is naturally a paradise. These Creeks 
are but conduits of the Keoweah River, which is a 
stream at the point where it debouches from the 
mountains, corresponding in size and other respects 
to the Tuolumne or Merced. This Keoweah river 
at the foot of the mountains, separates into a num 
ber of creeks, which diverge toa considerable dis 
tance as those streams ron towards Tulare Lake. 
The country bordering upon and between these 

creeks, inextont some 30 miles cast and west, or in 
length, by 20 miles north and south, or in width, is 
the finest in the state in its adaptability for the 
raising of every description of agricultural product, 

we believe. Heavy growths of oak extend through 

out it in belts, between which are opeaings contain. 
ing hundreds of acres green with verdure, even at 
this season. The land thus timbered, eomprisex 
about 12 townships, much of which is taken up and 
under improvement. Thousands of cattle may be 
seen—droves of hoga that would make a Cincinnatian 
stare—fields almost limitless, from which were taken 
barley, corn, &e. The town of Visalia is rapidly be- 
coming a place of importance. The vote polled there 
at the last election, was larger than that of Mariposa, 
or any place to the southward of Tuolumne Co. 

The prices of building materials are so great, that 
buildings are not so numerous or so commodious as 
would seem to be necessary. Bricks are used more 
than wood—lumber being worth $70 per M, deliver. 
ei. Much life is observable in the streets,and a con 

derable trade is daily done. The Hotels are ov 
crowded, The Overland Mail Stage arrives three 
times per week, usually in 36 bours, from San Fi 
Theestablishment of this line, together with 
the establishment of the Land OMfice at this place, 
materially assiats the business and importance of the 
town, There are two four mills in constant opera 
tion, having a capacity of 20 barrels each per day.— 
Excellent flour is made. A newspaper is soon to be 
started. In a few years, Tulare County will be one 
of the most populous as well as one of the most 
wealthy in the southern portion of this State.

GRAPH—A CORRECTION. 

A paragraph appeared soma time since in the San

Kyux was in reality the originator of the Telegraph 
that he constructed a machine and so far perfected 
it as to be enabled to transmit words to considerable 
distances, bis apparatus working nearly as that now 
in use, &e.

iness of civil engineering, requests us to correct 
this, and to state that in 1832 he was in Albany Lec 
turing upon Astronomy, where he formed an acquain 
tance with Professor Hevgy, and was aware that he 
(the Professor) had constructed a large galvanic 
battery, and was experimenting in Electro Galvan 
ism—but the machin, Capt. KvLx vever saw, much 
less helped make it. Capt. Kye farther states, that 
in April, 1833, he being professionally in New Haven, 
attended a lecture of the elder Si1iwAN upon elec: 
tricity, accompanied Fhy experiments. During ¢ 
lecture, Professor 8. remarked, at the conclusion of 
one of the experiments, in which a pices of ebarcoal 
was ignited upon the extreme end of a conductor at 
some distance from the battery, that be. +4 believed 
that the Capitol at Washington might be lighted 
fro way.”
